The Greek Question—Arresting Social 
iste—Candahar Evacuated. 
GREECE, 

Lonpon, April 22.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of the Daily News says the sultan 
was pever more serious than at present. 
There are frequent long cabinet councils 
relative to the reply to the collective note. 


Premier Coumoundonros on Wednesday 
expressed surprise to the foreign ministers 
that their note is silent relative to the Epi- 
rotes for whose welfare the Greek note 
strongly interceded.

TUNIS. 

Lonvox, April 22.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: The bey of Tunis stated that he has 
ziven the necessary orders for the protection 
of foreigners, butthat he cannot answerfor 
the excitement the mussulmans might fee! 
if the French cross the frontier.

Tunis, April 22.—M. Roustan, French 
consul general here, bas written a Jetter to 
the bey reminding him of the order given 
to the Tunisian frontier forces to retire 
when the French tooops advance, and cal|- 
ing upon the bey to sanction the French 
occupation of the Obodenould forts. The 
bey replied, pointing out the wide differ 
ence between the two cases, and declaring 
that the landing of French troops at Tu 
barca would be unjustifiable, and if effected 
it must be by force and against the express 
wish of the bey, who will dispatch a pro- 
test to the powers.

THE JEANNETTE. 


Report of the Relief Board —The Mary 
and Helen’s Voyage in Search of the 
Expedition. 

San Francisco, April 22.—The naval officers 
com posing the Jeannette relief board have com- 
pleted their work, and submitted their report to 
the secretary of the navy. It is expected that 
instructions by the navy department to Lieuten’ 
ant Berry, of the relief steamer Mary and Helen 
will vary little, if any, from the recommenda 
tion -of the report. After reviewing the 
course which it was known the Jeansetie 
intended to pursue, and the circumstances under 
which she was last seen, the report reeommended 
that the Mary and Helen should leave San Fran. 
cisco about June the first, to arrive at Herald 
island about the middie of August. She should 
visit on the way Petropailosky for arctic clothing, 
dog slides and dog food; thence to St. Michaels, 
to St. Lawrence bay, to East cape, to Cape Serge, 
Corrin to Jolninsin bar, to Herald island; thence 
tos southeast coast of Wrangler Land to seek 
for Cairns, or other notices from the Jeannette, 
and examine the coast of Siberia, near the 
Theunkseh villages. If necessary, the steamer 
sbould winter at some harbor on-the southern or 
southeastern corner of Wrangler Land or ontle 
Siberian coast as near as possible to Wrangler 
Land, sors to make stage journeys to the coast of 
Wran,ler Land, and should not remain in the 
arctic regions more than one winter. Instructions 
should be given, subject to the discretion 
of the commander of the relief 
vessel, The Mary and Helen is de- 
scribed in the reportas new and strong. with the 
speed of eight knots uuder steam and fast under 
canvas, She is the only vessel thet could be 
procured for the purpose. She was specially built 
for arctic navigation,;and with some necestary 
strengthening, is the best means in reach of the 
government. The report closes with the expres- 
sion of the belief that the Jeanntite should be 
considered safe until news of a disaster is ree
